Smudge Pots Used in Orland to 


Time Since 1905.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] The north wind of the 
past few days subsided last night and 
was succeeded this morning by the ex- 
pected drop in temperature, in some 
places reaching to the frost line.

Taft Managers Declare the 
Nomination Will Be His. 


Roosevelt’s Friends Shy vat 
His Late Declarations. | 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 26:—([Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] That President Taft will be 
renominated by the Republicans at 
the national convention in June, in 


dore Roosevelt for a third term, was 
the emphatic prediction made today 
by Congressman William B. McKinley 
of Illinois, who is directing the Presi- 
dent’s campaign. 

This forecast was indorsed also by 
David B. Forgan, president of the Taft 
Club of Illinois, who has just returned 
from Washington, where he was in 
touch with the national work which is 
being done in the President's interest, 
and where he had a good opportunity 
to learn the sentiment of the people 
of the country. 

In fact, it was distinctly a Taft day 
at the Hotel La Salle, where Repub- 
lican leaders from all parts of the 
State gathered for one purpose and 
another, and that, too, notwithstand- 
ing the long-expected announcement 
by Mr. Roosevelt that he would accept 
@ nomination for a third term “If it 
is tendered to me.“ 

SITUATION NOT CHANGED.

PALM SPRING, Feb. 26. — Plans 
have been sent to Washington, where 
they are being considered by the In- 
dian Department, for the erection of 
a commodious bath house to be 
erected over the natural hot springs. 
These celebrated curative springs 
are on the Agua Caliente Indian Res- 
ervation, and all money received from 
them, are expended in the interests of 
the wards of the government. The 
department employs a farmer to in- 
struct them in the art of agriculture 
and plans are also being considered 
for the erection of a concrete block 
house to be occupied by the farmer 
as his home. Farmer Maxwell is for 
the first time having some small suc- 
cess in encouraging the Indians to de- 
vote at least a portion of their lands 
to market gardening. There would be 
a steady demand at good prices for 
everything they could produce; but 
the Indian persists in his desire to 
plant what he wants to, when he 
wishes, with the result that he plants 
the right thing at the wrong time, or 
fails to plant at all.

The fruit 
ripens for the earliest market, and is 
free from scale or pest of any de- 
scription. Figs also prove remunera- 
tive, and ripening ahead of figs nearer 
the coast bring the highest prices.

R. SUN YAT SEN. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen will occupy the same 
rank in the history of China that Wash- 
ington and Lincoln hold in the history of the 
United States. Disinterested public service, 
a service devoid of the selfishness of person- 
al ambition, is very rare. For years Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen was a fugitive in this country from 
the hatred and wrath of the Manchus whose 
monarehy it was the purpose of his life to 
overthrow. He busied himself raising funds 
from his expatriated fellow-countrymen and 
every dollar obtained was accounted for. 
The first revolt which he organized against 
the Manchu dynasty was unsuccessful. His 


second revolt succeeded. He was recog- 


nized by the revolutionists as their leader 
and unanimously called to the Presidency 
of the provisional republic. The duties of 
the office he administered with such fidelity, 


‘| and he pushed the revolutionary cause with 


such persistence, that finally the Manchus 
abdicated. | 

Many of the revolutionary chiefs who 
fought for the same cause as Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen were themselves aspirants for the 
Presidency and were hostile to the continu- 
ance of the doctor in the executive chair. 
Then the man exhibited qualities that will 
rank him with the great patriots of every 
age and clime. Rather than engender dis- 
content he resigned the Presidency. The 
new national assembly of China accepted 
his .resignation with a resolution worded, 
“Such an example of purity of purpose and 
self-sacrifice is unparalleled in history.” 

The sudden and unexpected: passage of 
400,000,000 people from despotic to repre- 
sentative government, with but a trifling 
amount of bloodshed, is one of the marvels 
of this marvelous age. The social, economic, 
commercial and industrial changes that 
will follow cannot but be very great. The 


world will watch the progress of events in

The official loopholes in the present 
Chinese exclusion act have enlisted the 
backing of the local immigration au- 
thorities in favor of what is known as 
the Dillingham bill, now pending in 
the Senate.
